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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SectioN t. That chapter four, of the special laws of
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, entitled an
act to incorporate the village of High Forest, be and the
same is hereby amended s» as to read as follows, to wit:

All action of the council in-
tended to have the form of rules, or law, or authority for
contract, shall be by ordinance under the style of ‘¢ Be it
ordained by the common council of High Forest,” bul no
orvdinance shall embrace more than one subject, which
shall be expressed by its title. The common council shall
meet for the transaction of business at least onge in six
months, and & majority thereof shall constitute a quorum
for the transaction of any business. The president when

vresent shall preside at all meetings of the common coun
L.l but in case of his absence, -the members present shall
choose one of their number to preside dnring his ahsence,
but no ordinance shall be passed except by the vote of the -
majority of all the members of the common council. A
record in hook form shall be kept by the recorder in which
he shull record all the proceedings of the common council,
and the ayes and rioes on every ordinance voted upon
shall be entered therein.

Sec. 6. That to the president shall belong the execu-
tive powers granted by this act to said corporation, except
such of said powers as are specinlly vested in or must
from their nature necessarily pertain to the oether execu-
tive otficers of said corporation, and whether said officers
are created by this act or by the common council ; he sbhal}
have power and it shall be his duty to call out and use in
such a manper as may seem most proper all the constabu- -
lary or police force of said corporation when he may deem
it necessary to quiet or prevent disturbances. He shall
bave power to call a meeting of the council, by giving
such notice thereof as may have heen provided by ordi-
nance, or in default of such provision, in such manner as |
he may deemt meet and proper.

Sec. 7. That the recorder shail be the recording officer
of the villuge and of the common council. He shall have
the custody of the seal of said corporation (it any), and
of all the records thereof, not necessarily and specifically
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appertaining to the other officers thereof. He shall re-
ceive all moneys payable to said corporation, except as
hereinafter provided, and shall immediately pay the same
over to the treasurer, chargibg him therewith and taking pgy., o
his receipt therefor. He shall keep all the accounts of the recorder.
corporation, receive all claims against the same, and draw
orders upon the treasurer for moneys payable by aaid
corporation ; but no such order shall ever be drawn by
said recorder, unless the-same shall be in full or part
payment of a claim agaiust said corporation previously
audited and allowed by the commaon council. He shall also
make to the common council, at the close ot each official
year, a condensed report of all his doings as such officer
“during such year, which report shall be publlshed in such
manner aund to such extent us may be provided by ordinance,
and he shall with all reascnable dispatch make such other
reports and at such times as the common council may re-
quire, and said recorder shall alsu receive and file aud
keep record of all chattel mortgages presented to him for
such purposes, in the same manner and way as prescribed
by law for town clerks, and all chattel mortgages filed in
the office of said recorder, shall have the same effect and
be noticed to the same extent as chattel mortgages filed

The justice of the pem.e provided for and elec-
ted under the provisions of this act, shall have and pus-
sess, and may excrcise all the powers and jurisdiction of
justices uf the peace provided for and elected under the
general laws of the state, and in addition thereto, shall
have cognizance and jurizdiction of all suits, prosecutions
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or proceedings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or
penalty, under any by-law, ordinance bor regulation of
snid corporation, or under this act, or for the breach or
violation of any such by-law, ordinance or regulation, and
in all easer of offenses committed against the same. All

Fourth.—To compel the owner or occupant of any gro-
cery, cellar, tallow chandler’s shop, soap tactory, taunery,
stable, barn, privy, sewer, or other unwholesome, nauseous
house or place, to cleanse, rewove or abate the same,
from time to time as often as may be deemed necessary

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for the health, comfort and convenience of the inhabhitants
of said village.

Fifth.—To direct the location and management uf slaugh-
ter house and markets, breweries, distilleries and pawn-
brokers.

Sixth.—To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-
walkg, lanes, alleys or public grounds, with cavriages,
carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, firewood, pusts, awnings
or any other materials or substances whatever.

Seventh.—To prevent and punish horse racing, immode-
rate riding or driving in the streets, to compel persons to
fasten their horses or other animals, attached to vehicles
or otherwise, while standing in the strects; and to regu-
late places of bathing and swimming in the waters within
the limits of said village.

Eighth.—To restrain the -running at large of cattle,
horses, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to authorize
the distraining and sale of the same, and to impose penal-
ties on the owners of such animuls for violation of the
ordinances.

Ninth:—To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
may impose a tax on the same, and to authorize the de-
struction of the same in a summary manner when at large
contrary to the ordinance.

Tenth.—To prevent any person trom bringing, deposit-
ing or having within said village, any putrid carcass, or
other unwholesome substancé, and to require the removal
of the same by any person who shail have upon his premi-
ses any substance, or putrid or unsound bcef, pork, fish,
hides or skin of any kind, and on default to authorize the
removal thereof by some competent officers, 4t the expense
of such person or persons.

Eleventh.—To make and establish public grounds.

Twenty third.—To remove and abate any nuisance iu-
jurious to the public health, and to provide for the punish-
ment of all persons who shall cause or maintain such
nuisances. ) )

Twenty-fourth.,—To do all acts, and make all regula-
tions which may be necessary or expedient for the preser-
vation of health, and the suppression of disease, and to
make regulations to prevent the introduction of contagious
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or infectious discages into the village, and to make quar-
stine laws, and enforce the same within the village.

Twenty-fifth. —To restrain and punish vagrants, ~mendi-
-cants, street beggars and prostitutes.

Twenty-smth ——chs, penalties and punishments im-
posed by the common council for the breach of any ordi-
nance, by law or regulation of said village, may extend to
4 fine not exceedmo one hundred dollurs, and imprison-
‘ment not e‘cceedm(r thirty days, or both, and to be fed on
bread and water at the discretion of the Justlce and offen-
ders against the same may be required to give security
for their good behavior, and to. keep the peace for a period
not exceedma six months, and in a sum not exceeding five
hundred dollars.

Twenty-seventh.—To raise money for opening, build-
ing, grading, paving or repairing streets and sidewalks,
the expense of which shall be chargeable to all the prop-
erty alike within the incorporated limits of said village.

Seo. 28. The corporation is vested with all powers to~
carry into full force, virtue and effect all and every part-
of the charter of said village and the acts amendatory
thereof, and to carry into execution the same, shall have-
power to pass and ordain all and every ordinunce neces-
sary to carry out fully the meaning and intent thereof.

Sro. 29.  The village of High Forest shall be consti-
tuted one or more road dlstru,ts, to be defined by the
common council, and, the highway labor and taxes shall
belong to the general fund, but shall be expended iun the
road district where game is levied and raised.

Sec. 30. The common council shall appoint one over-~
geer of each road district, and they shall issue a warrant-
to him containing the whole amount of bighway labor
and taxes ussessed and levied in his distr iy, which said
warrant shall be returned by him to the treasurer of said
village. The laws of the state shall apply to warning
workmg, sueing for, and collecting highway taxes, and
returning de lmquent taxes, and in “all respects except #s.
berein expressly provided. The common council shall.
have full power to direct the overscer when, where and
how to expend said labor and tax and to remove him, and
may direct him to expend the labor in the manner to be
directed by them at any point beyond the limits of the
village. The common council shall perform the duties
imposed by law upon the supervisors of towns, in levying
bighway taxes, and shall be governed and restricted in the-
amount so levied, by the same laws applicable to the su-
pervisors of said towns in levying highway labor and
taxes.
